EVER WONDERED WHAT 
would happen to your brain if you 
were given unrestrained superhu- 
man powers? Let's face it: there aren’t 
many of us who would come to the 
conclusion that we must use our 
newfound dynamism purely for 
police duty. Or ever for what could 
be called universally “objective good- 
ness,” for no such state exists in a 
world with so many perspectives. 
Even if it did, most of us would sim- 
ply apply the heights of our morality 
only when it was convenient, ratio- 
nalizing our supernatural agendas as 
we grew increasingly emotionally 
distant from cause and effect and the 
self-serving fatness of a world likely 
to be consumed with tearing us 
down, if only unconsciously and 
through the arguably legitimate fear 
of various have-nots—one of many 
themes fully realized in The Death 
Ray. 
But first, consider the Spider-Man 
myth. After the murder of his Uncle 
Ben by a thug he'd earlier let escape 
from a crime scene, Peter Parker takes 
on the sins of the world and decides 
he must use his acrobatic and adhe- 


sive capabilities responsibly. This

Unlike Peter 
Parker, teen Andy 
isn’t motivated by

to his questionable friend, Louie, who 
does indeed care about gossip. It is 
Louie’s relationship with Andy 
which serves as the backbone of the 
comic, peppered with a wide barrage 
of subdued Clowesian weirdos, bul- 
lies and losers, more subtle than those 
in Ghost World and Like a Velvet Glove 
Cast in Iron. The boys’ redheaded 
eyebrowless arch-nemesis, St 0b, 
lives on in our head for weeks. 

But more destructive, like some 
twisted Robin, Louie is anxious to 
take advantage of Andy’s impossible 
strength, both moral and physical. He 
is especially keen on making use of 
Andy’s disintegrator, which with a 
“pop” eliminates a squirrel in the 
only scene which seems to fill Andy 
with total remorse, thanks to the crea- 
ture’s innocence. Later, the Death Ray 
and Louie get drunk on a roof and 
vanish Louie's sister's junkie 
boyfriend with a “pop.” This killing 
reuinites her and her obsessed ex 
Sonny, who turns out to be Andy’s 
only true friend (though, ina typical 
Clowes twist, he’s racist— just so we 
don’t get too comfortable with any- 
one). 

Young orphan Andy also graphi- 
cally fantasizes about his middle- 
aged housekeeper, endures watching 
his grandfather's mind deteriorate, 
and terrifies various losers in sting 
operations Louie comes up with, 
though the murder of his sister's 
boyfriend begins to push powerless 
Louie over the edge. Andy also has a 
girlfriend of sorts, though she lives in 
another town and stops writing back 
after a few years. In short, it’s effec- 
tively uncomfortable all the way 
through, down to the last line. 


Drawn in short episodes which 
vary in subject, style and size, Clowes 
has taken Chris Ware's template of 
high-design visual perfection and ran 
a complicated and compelling obsta- 
cle course. The drawing and story- 
telling make me once again assert 
he’s the best in the business, and this 
stinging upgrade of superhero 
iconography is one of the finest 
comics I ever read. Pop!

AN UNEXPECTED BONUS OF 
Mario Van Peebles’ Baadasssss!—his 
dramatization of his father Melvin’s 
struggle to bring to the screen an 
independent film targeting black 
audiences in 1971—is that it presents 
a way to avoid seeing the original. 
While many film aficionados have 
subjected themselves to Van Peebles 
the elder’s Sweet Sweetback’s 
Baadasssss Song out of historical 
interest, a new generation of filmgo- 
ers can skip the real article and have 
a more entertaining experience 
while having the significance of the 
birth of soul cinema spelled out for 
them. 

The facts around the production of 
Sweetback are nothing less than fasci- 
nating, much more so than is the 
resulting film. Having hit upon a 
idea for a film about a “street broth- 
er” who turns revolutionary hero 
when he beats down some white 
cops who are brutalizing a black 
activist, Melvin Van Peebles was 
roundly snubbed by the major stu- 
dios, so he sought independent 
financing to make Steet Sweetback’s 
Baadassss Song. To minimize costs, he 
gave the impression he was making 
pornography so he could avoid 
using a union crew and actors. The 
production wasn’t so much beset as 
besieged by difficulties. On the eve 
of the shoot, investors and actors 
dropped out, and Peebles had to 
take over the lead role. Money and 
film shortages, a ridiculously tight 
shooting schedule, police harass- 
ment and Peebles’ massive ego fur- 
ther complicated matters, as did the 
director-star’s sudden loss of sight in 
one eye. Under a mountain of debt, 
Melvin refused to edit his film to 
avoid an X'rating and could only 
find two theatres in the whole of the 
US. willing to screen it. Despite bad 
reviews, Sweetback became a word- 
of-mouth sensation and was the

“exploitation, or “blaxploitation,” movie 
follows a trajectory similar to that of 
gangsta rap.

highest grossing independent film of 
1971.

Where the original Sweetback is 
murky, meandering and barely 
synched to its reverb-drenched 
soundtrack, Baadasssss! is well-paced 
and visually engaging, with plenty 
of humour interspersed throughout 
Of course, the 1970s setting necessi- 
tates plenty of gaudy clothing and 
set design, but unlike recent films 
that have parodied blaxploitation’; 
trappings without exploring its 
political and social relevance, 
Baadasssss! furnishes lots of conte 
so you understand just how revoli 
tionary Melvin’s movie was and 
why it touched such a nerve in th. 
black community. 

The decision to “interview” the 
actors in character and have them 
comment on the film’s action doesn 
add much, especially when Bill 
Cosby (who bailed Melvin out wit! 
a substantial loan to finish the 
movie) and members of Earth, Win 
and Fire (who recorded the sound 
track) show up during the credits to 
describe their actual experiences and 
the relevance of Sweetback as a cul- 
tural phenomenon. Better they 
should have had their say all the 
way through, to counterweigh the 
Van Peebles’ tendency toward self- 
mythologization. 

On the other hand, you shouldn't 
let actuality get in the way of a good 
story, and Baadasssss! is nothing less 
than entertaining. Plus it shines a 
light on a largely forgotten moment 
in the history of the late 20th centu- 
ry. And, perhaps most important of 
all, it gives audiences a way to learn 
about the bold cinematic legacy of 
Melvin Van Peebles without having 
to sit through his most famous film

FLAWED AND FRUSTRATING, 
Wicker Park tests audience patience, 
leaving you laughing when you should 
not be and throwing your hands up in 
question most of the rest of the time. 

Dumbed-down and flashy, this 
American remake of the 1996 French 
psychological thriller L’Appartement is 
far too dilute to really engage—but that 
leaves you plenty of time to marvel at 
the wonder that is Josh Hartnett’s 
gigantic furrowed eyebrow. 

Anyone with even halfa brain can 
‘see the gaping holes in this script, with 
it’s too-convoluted timeline and ques- 
tionable linking of events. Though the 
mystery is broken down in REALLY 
SIMPLE TERMS you'll still find your- 
self thinking “What the?” “Waita...” 
“Hey! That's just stupid!” as the charac- 
ters behaviour just doesn’t make any 
bloody sense—but does serve the plot 
ina vaguely necessary manner.

We are supposed to care about 
Matthew’s search for the girl, but 
Hartnett makes it more than difficult to 
take him seriously.

We're supposed to 
believe that his passions get the better of 
him, leading him to drop his current life 
involvements and fall into a complex 
search for what was merely a glimpse 
ofa girl that looked like his ex. 
However, would not somebody so bent 
toward attaining their true love actually 
emit some of the very passion that dri- 
ves them? Justa little, even? Hartnett is 
so detached and wooden you can see

ONE OF THE UGLY TRUTHS 
about human nature is that we're 
often not happy with having our 
needs met; instead, what satisfies us is

. neighbours have less. After all, what 
do boundless riches mean if everyone 
has the same thing? 

That's the rational for velvet ropes 
at nightclubs, limited edition hand- 
bags, and rigidly hierarchical social 
class systems. It’s all about perceived 
desire, a limited supply of goods for 
an imaginary demand. After all, it’s 
not necessarily better in the VIP room, 
and everyone tossed their Murakami 
bags once the knockoffs showed up. 
And boy, do the ees pe 
lousy parties—as we learn in Mi 
Nair’s adaptation of William 
Makepeace Thackeray's Vanity Fair. 

Vanity Fair: A Novel Without a Hero, 
was published serially in the late 
1840s, but it is set in England at the 
tum of that century, around the time 
of the Napoleonic Wars. It chronicles 
the rise to social prominence of Becky 
Sharp (Reese Witherspoon), the 
orphaned daughter of an impover- 
ished painter and a Parisian opera 


singer. 
Becky first gets a taste of money and

power as a very young girl when Lord 
Steyne (Gabriel Byme) arrives at her 
father’s studio to buy a painting. 
Everything has its price, she reasons, 
as she strikes a bargain for a painting 
of her beloved late mother. After the 
death of her father, she is sent to work 
at a boarding school, and then begins 
her ascent with her best friend, Amelia 
Sedley (Dirty Dancing 2's Romola 
Garai), who is the daughter of a mer- 
chant. At first setting her sights on 
Amelia’s fat, boring brother, Becky 
soon turns her attentions to the less 
lavish—but titled—Rawdon Crawley 
(James Purefoy), and then to the abu- 
sive Steyne. Becky Sharp exploits the 
weaknesses of those around her to 
weasel her way into society, but her 
own vanity is what drives her there to 
begin with. 

It's gorgeously ridiculous. The 
women are silly, with their breasts 
pushed up in Empire waists, and the 
men look like Britpop fops. Everyone 


chases after status and popularity, par- 
tying like it’s 90210. Money is for 
whores, but titles, too, can be bought 
Nair clearly has a different focus 
than Thackeray. The opening credits 
epict a peacock and the swirling 
Kirts of a classical Indian dancer 
Right off the top, Nair situates herself 
as the director, an Indian woman who 
turns the lens on Victorian England 
Though Imperialism was beginning to 
show cracks during Thackeray’s time, 
Nair focuses her critique with gre ater 
specificity and proves it sometimes 
takes an outsider seye tc make sense 
of the dominant powers that be. 
Amidst the intricate power plays 
and social scheming, Nair’s postcolo- 
nial eye winks as the silent, Oriental 
servants in the film smirk behind the 
backs of their masters. Given their inti- 
macy with their oppressors, who 
would know better what goes on 
behind closed doors? It’s about money 
and prestige, but also about whose 
backs support it. Even the liberal bour- 
geois, who are eager for a loosening 
up of the aristocracy, show their true 
colours when a Jamaican sugar heiress 
is presented to an uncommonly rich 
soldier: she is rejected outright, for not 
being “British.” Race is, and some- 
times remains, a marker of who 
belongs inside and who doesn’t. 
There is nothing that this film does 
that the novel doesn’t already do bet- 
ter. One of the great charms of the 
book is the sharpness of Becky’s char- 
acter, which is softened here by 
Southern belle Witherspoon. 
Suddenly, A Novel Without a Hero has 
its sympathetic heroine: Thackeray's 
Becky Sharp was certainly likabley 
scrappy and admirable for her clev- 
emess, but she isn’t a character we 
should feel sorry for. We are never 
allowed to delight in her evilness, 
and then regret her fall.

Jerry, is already married, with five 
kids to show for it.

What does the Symphony Under

Quoting her own sales figures 
might seem to indicate a diva-like 
ego, but the astonishment in her 
voice confirms that no one is more 
surprised by the success of Flutterby 
than Boucher. Although maybe she 
shouldn't be: history shows that she 
immerses herself in music. At the 
age of six she was taken, with her 
family, deep into the Australian out- 
back, where her father—a struggling 
musician—could live cheaply and 
create. Boucher started making 
multi-track home recordings at age 
10 and performed with her sisters in 
bands during her teen years. The 
result of this lifetime of music is 
Flutterby, which deftly avoids the 
female singer-songwriter trap.

BEING A LARGE ALBINO MAN IN 
Minnesota garners plenty of attention to 
begin with, but most of the crazy looks 
and explosive shouts Brother Ali receives 
are elicited by his engaging rapping ability.

When SLF reformed in ’87, several 
dozen people were ecstatic, until the band 
started releasing substandard album after 
substandard album. So, twenty-five years 
after their first record, Stiff Little Fingers 
releases Guitar and Drum, an album that 
isn’t as bad as you'd thought it would be. 

Every member pitches in with song- 
writing, which is always nice to see. Bruce 
Foxton is as crafty a bassist as ever, 
though he sounded better backing up Paul 
Weller in the Jam than he does backing 
Jake Burs in SLF. The songs vary from 
mediocre to surprisingly anthemic, with 
the title track and “Best of Fools” faring 
the best. They also try to widen their 
scope with acoustic arrangements and 
layered harmonies, with mixed but usually 
pleasant results. But the auto-tune on the 
vocals is irritating, and unnecessary. The 
guy has a deadly voice, and if it goes out 
of tune, who cares? It’s fucking Stiff Little 
Fingers. Listen to “Inflammable Material.” 
This guy practically invented gravel-throat- 
ed vocals. 

Obviously, this album isn't going to be 
as good as their first albums. But more 
importantly, it isn’t as bad as their later 
albums. It’s a decent album from some 
veterans of the genre that seems to be 
coming from the right place, and when it 
clicks it's convincing.

Spin the Bottle: An All 
Star Tribute to KISS, is little more than the 
latest example of riding the tired but still 
somehow lucrative KISS marketing train. 
The “All new recordings by some of hard 
rock's most legendary musicians” peaks 
with mildly listenable highlights, like Dee 
Snider howling “Detroit Rock City” and 
Lemmy gargling “Shout it Out Loud,” but 
chiefly showcases the pointless metal 
bravado of guys like Mark Slaughter bel- 
lowing “Cold Gin,” C.C. Deville guitar- 
humping the solo on “I Stole Your Love,” 
and wrestler Chris Jericho pooing on

mention the mere presence of Kip Winger 
on “| Want You.” Ugh! These famous 
KISS fans play alongside session musi- 
cians who appeared on KISS albums (or 
KISS member's solo albums), as well as 
Bruce Kulick, who played with KISS dur- 
ing the lean years (’84-’95).

I'M NOT SURE 
what happened to The Mooney Suzuki 
between the bails-out rock 'n’ roll romp 
of last year’s Electric Sweat and this 
year’s over-produced, and wholly unsat- 
istying, Alive & Amplified. Hailed as one 
of the very best garage rock bands out 
of NYC, it appears someone drained the 
life out of them and siphoned away the 
pure-jam-energy they had on their two 
previous records. To understand what 
happened, we need to be ask the follow- 
ing questions: 

How could The Mooney Suzuki hook up 
with Avril Lavigne’s production team, 
The Matrix, and not expect to land on 
the “suck” square-of the musical board 
game? Seriously, this album is slicker 
than lukewarm Velveeta and it leaves the 
same sticky, unsavoury feeling at the 
back of your throat once you're done. 
Rock ’n’ roll is best served up as a 
tongue-in-cheek, wink-wink reference to 
sex, drugs, and debauchery.

WITH THE OUTBREAK OF HIP- 
hop talent in “E”lympia, our scene 
could be mistaken as only being 
recently formed. A lot of the MCs 
that come out to battles or perform 
at many of the weekly showcases 
look rather young. But, when you 
do the research, you'll find that 
“B’lympia has hip-hop MCs who 
were handling microphones long 
before the new millennium. 

One of “E”lympia’s most notable 
mic wreckers—with enough expe- 
rience to open his own MC 'ing 
school—is Randy “Touch” Marks 
of Dangerous Goods Collective. 
While most will know of Touch 
through his work with DGC— 
which scored the group a feature 
on the NCCRA compilation Dig 
Your Roots—and his Tuesday Night 
position behind the tables at the 
Black Dog on Whyte Ave., Marks 
has been a part of the scene since 
the days of The Maximum 
Definitive. 

This being said, Marks is proba- 
bly one of “E”lympia’s most sea- 
soned lyricists. And what does our 
most seasoned MC have, with 
which to satisfy our ears? An LP, 
appropriately titled Self Evident. 

“1 wanna break hip-hop down to 
its most naked element. When you 
hear the beats on the album it’s 
raw: it’s hip-hop undressed,” 
Marks says. “It lacks the need for 
explanation because you know 








what it is.” 

Tentatively set for a 
December 2004 release, Self 
Evident will feature produc- 
tion by Fatissimo, DJ Dice, 

Stray, and Touch himself, 

who will handle the majority 
of the production. Describing 
his third LP as “typical 
Touch,” Marks says he likes 
what he’s created so far 
because he’s not trying to for- 
mat anything. “It’s very experi- 
mental and I won't apologize for 
that. It’s not no clean shit. It’s 
very dusty, very grimy.” 

As an extra stocking stuffer for 
the Christmas season, Marks will 
release an EP with local producer 
DJ Nato.

NOW 84 YEARS OLD, ALEX 
Colville’s long career—ranging from 
war artist to teacher—has one com- 
mon thread: he has created some of 
our most iconic imagery, like Horse 
and Train or To Prince Edward Island. 

Colville’s EAG exhibition, Return, 
organizes his paintings, prints, and 
sketches into four categories: 
Ordering, Doubling, Longing, 
Mortality. These profound themes 
manifest themselves in beautiful, 
accessible scenes of everyday life— 
dogs playing, or people at work and 
at rest, 

Colville, a gentle soft-spoken man, 
describes his role as an artist: “Do 
these images mean something? To 
putit in a childlike way, they mean 
something about life as we experi- 
ence it. Tom Smart has mentioned 
the idea of doubling, what the 
Germans call the Doppelganger, 
which has, in a sense, featured in my 
work—what is obviously someone 
who is observing what is happening. 
This is something that happens in lit- 
erature, in one of the greatest novels 
of the last century, The Great Gatsby.”

Like the narrator of Fitzgerald's 
classic, Colville is a keen observer of 
others, an easygoing storyteller who 
unreels a long yarn and who, in the 
course of telling, answers your ques- 
tions in quite unexpected ways. The 
level of detail he is able to remember 
after all these years is amazing 

Colville remarks, “I think people 
in the arts do [this]. They're always 
watching.” : 

And the level of detail in his paint- 
ings is minute. His brushstrokes are 
more like photographic grains than 
they are like lines, movement, or 
fields of colour 

“Yes, 1 do use tiny brushes!” 
Colville laughs. “And the detail 
seems to be necessary. I call it 
authenticating. I’ve never quite fig- 
ured out quite what it means, but a 
film actor, Robert Mitchum, said, ‘In 
theatre, the environment is all faked: 
it’s just a setting, but the people are 
real. But in cinema, the settings are 
real, but the people aren’t.’ Now this 
is a very interesting idea. The cine- 
matographer has an actual room, an 
actual car, an actual dog, a fire 
hydrant. But the people really aren't 
there in a certain sense. I’ve been 
struck [by this] because the thing 
people will look for [in a painting] is 
whether the door handle on the car

is an authentic Volkswagen Beetle 
door handle. And if it isn’t, they’re 
disappointed. So the person—or the 
dog—is a kind of abstraction 

“It’s all the geometry involved, 
Colville continues. “That's one thing 
that most people don’t realize... that 
it’s the geometry that makes it work 
So there’s this hidden element that is 
deliberately built around scaffolding 
that is then taken away. And what is 
left is not aware that it has been con- 
structed. 

“Tt also allows me to make what 
you might call indeterminate or 
minor little changes, modifications,” 
Colville acknowledges. “I had to 
find a technique, without losing the 
image, to go on fine-tuning. So the 
very fine brushstrokes permit that. 
The classic Oriental painting, which 
is gestural, is actually more like 
dancing. And works are done often 
in minutes, or halves of an hour. 
That's a very different thing, related 
to calligraphy and dancing.” 

Return reveals part of that 
painstaking process by including 
some of Colville’s preliminary 
sketches, which are diagrammed 
with precise measurements and pro- 
portions. His finished work is repre- 
sented by paintings and prints from 
the 1950s to the present day. 
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MR. COLVILLE JOINS THE ARMY: 


WHEN | WAS IN THE ARMY, [} WAS] 
made orderly officer for the day, and 
that meant you stay up 24 hours and on 
duty. You had to inspect the men’s din- 
ing rooms and ask if the food was OK 
But you were on duty for 24 hours 
Staying awake at night, | wrote a letter to 
my brother. | had just been nearby at an 
airbase that did anti-submarine patrols 
on the East Coast, and we in the army, 
could go up in these planes. So | went 
up in one of these aircraft, and | wrote a 
letter to my brother who was a mechani- 
cal engineer—engines, range 
speed, wingspan. And of cou mailed 
the letter. One day | was with my pla- 
toon, and they said, Come, the colonel 
wants to see you.” And the colonel— 
who, by the way, seemed to like me, I've 
been fortunate, |'ve often sort of got 
along quite well with people—fe says to 
me, “Well, Colville, you're in trouble 
now.” And | said, “What did | do?” And 
he said, “You wrote a letter to your 
brother, who is apparently a mechanical 
engineer. And you described one of the 
planes in great detail, and it was opened 
by the censors. You're being charged 
with breach of security.” And he said, 
“This means you'll have to be heard by 
the brigadier in Halifax, and you'll be 
charged.” And then he said, “So we're 
going to Halifax on Wednesday. And | 
am going with you.” 

In the interview in his office, | had 
said, “But Sir, this plane was manufac- 
tured first in 1936, and as a kid | read 
descriptions about it. There’s no secret 
about it, there's no reason | should be 
charged.” 

When the day comes, we get on the 
train. And the colonel says, “Now, 
Colville, let me give you some advice: 
when you appear before the brigadier, 
don't say anything that you said to me 




















“Once I'd matured, say at about 
age 30,” says Colville, “I realized I 
had done something quite good. 
From that point on, it was like what 
they say of poets—I found my voice. 
It's a kind of maturation or some- 
thing. 

With typical humility, he attribut- 
es much of his success to luck, but he 
is also quick to admit he is “quite 
good” at what he does. “If you're 
doing something and nothing good 
happens, you're doing the wrong 
thing.” 

Evolution is on going. Colville

The food is great too, allowing 
you to dine like a gourmet on wiener 
schnitzel, lamb chops, finely 
wrought beef, chicken and seafood 
dishes, in half or full orders, accord- 
ing to your appetite and budget. But 
there's also an array of sandwiches, 
salads and picnic-style plates that 
allow you to enjoy a cold repast with 
your coffee or sparkling malted bev- 
erage at very reasonable prices. 

The inexorable chill creeping 
through the late August sunshine 
perennially tinges my mood with a 
touch of bleakness, so was in need 
ofa little succour, if you get my 
meaning. I arrived at Bistro Praha 
mid-afternoon, when it was only 
lightly populated by late-lunchers
